WORI.B'S FAIB GBOUHDS, CHICAGO, 


Sept. 1.—Secretory Dickinson of the 
national commission received from Sec- 
retary Carlisle yesterday a telegram re- 
questing him to increase the amount of 
his bond as disbursing officer at the 
fair from $35,000 to <75,000. Mr. Car- 
lisle's telegram also said that consid- 
erable complaint had reached his office 
about the delay in paying the vouchers 
of foreign and domestic judges. Secre- 
tary Dickson has received only three 
drafts from Washington for the pay- 
ment of the judges, one for $20,000, one 
for tin.000 and the other for $5,000. 
The first amount was paid out in two 
days,tho second in one and the last In 
two hours. 


The delay, it is said, has been in 


getting money to Chicago from Wash- 
ington and not in disbursing it here. 
Secretary Dickinson will increase his 
bond to the amount asked and then 
larger sums of money can be sent and 
payment of vouchers made faster. 


Paid admissions to the fair since 


May 1 have passed the 10,000,000 mark. 
The paid attendance for the month of 
August has surpassed that of any pre- 
vioub month by over 700,000. The to- 
tal paid attendance for August, not in- 
cluding yesterday, as given out by the 
department of admission is 3,308,833.

Conspiracy of Royalists to Restore 


the Queen .-

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 31.—The steam-

About 300 natives had been enlisted 


for the queen at $40 per month, their 
>ay to commence September a, or any 


rlier date at which she might be re- 
nstated. These men were informed 
that 200 of them were to constitute a 
court of gendarmes, who were to take 
.he place of the police and conduct a 
system of military government, under 
which all enemies of the queen were 
to be arrested. and tried by a military 
court, and if found guilty summarily 
shot To encourage these enlisted 
men they were told that upon a signal 
being given by the firing and blowing 
np of buildings. United States war 
ships would throw their troops ashore 
and assist the queen's forces to restore 
ler to power; also that they would be 
n no danger in rushing on the govern- 
ment building. 


To keep up this illusion every royal- 
st, white and native, together with 
their daily papers, has persisted in as- 
serting that it* was a certainty the 
United States would restore the queen. 
They have made this their cardinal 
declaration. 


In the absence of any sufficient sup- 


ply of arms it was given out that arms 
were about to be supplied from the 
coast by Spreckels, and would shortly 
arrive. The rumor of such arrivals of 
arms, to be surreptitiously landed, had 
wen current among the people. The 
government has been unable to leant 
of any depot of arms or ammunition, 
and is satisfied that the conspirators 
lave no supply. 


The leading conspirators are well 


understood to be those previously im- 
plicated as represented by names on 
freckles' cane. A meeting of most of 
these gentlemen was held on the 13th, 
at the house of ex-Minister Colburn, at 
tart City, at which time and place it 
s understood will be decided the time 
they will execute their attempt. 


There was no secret about the action 


of the admiral. It was mode conspicu- 
ous by the stoppage of the men's lib- 
erty ashore, and was known to be for 
the purpose of maintaining order and 
jrotecting lives and property of Amer- 
can citizens according to instructions 
'jo the navy, 
It finally became clear to natives en- 
isted for the queen, that the United 
States forces were prepared to act 
against and not with them. 
This 


created a tremendous revulsion of feel- 
ing and totally disorganized 
the 


scheme. 


No public alarm had been created by 


this affair. Most of the facts above 
stated are still unknown to the Hono- 
ulu public and what is known to them 
came to light only after the admiral's 
action assured the public of their en- 
tire security from the threatened dis- 
iurbance of tho peace. Various sec- 
tions of their citizen's reserve were 
early put on the qnivive and the streets 
quietly patroled. Extra supplies of 
arms and ammunition have been' is- 
sued to the 600 volunteers. The gov- 
ernment does not at present possess 
sufficient evidence to justify the arrest 
of any of the conspirators unless they 
were to proclaim martial law, which is 
not called for by any supposed danger. 


The personal attitude of the ex-queen 


s not certainly known, although it is 
mprobable that she has not actually 
countenanced these conspiracies. She 
is at present remaining at her resi- 
dence at Washington place, with a con- 
siderable force of men, apparently un- 
armed, although some of them were 
Former servants or her guard. It is 
mcnvii that just before his departure 
Ur. Blount positively informed Her 
bhat she must abandon all idea that 
the United States would in any way 
assist her to the throne.

Increasing Horrors of the I*ta 


Qreat Storm. 


SEA ISL1HDS (EARLY DEPOPULATED. 


Irreparable and Widespread Destruction 


of Property—Every Hour Brings its 


Quota of Deed Bodies Recov- 


ered from Land and Sea. 


Aitonndlnr Storiai of Death and De- 
struction. 


YKMASSKE, S. C., Aug. 31.—The Port 


Boyal St Augusta road is a complete 
wreck beyond the Coosaw, and the 
country there is well nigh impassable. 
In addition to the terrible wreckage of 
Sunday's storm, the evidences of which 
are everywhere glaringly apparent, 
the heaviest kind of a rain has fallen, 
adding to the horror of it all, prevent- 
ing railvoad and telegraph hands from 
making the repairs so badly needed 
and rendering transportation across 
thecountry almost impossible. 


TThe stories of death and destruction 


at the sea points have astounded the 
world. But the real sum is so far be- 
yond that heretofore stated that it 
seems completely beyond belief. 
The 


list of dead and missing, as estimated 
at lieaufort, foots up to the astonish- 
ingly great number of 340. Bow much 
greater it may be no one can tell. 


On the islands the storm's greatest 


destructive force was felt, and it was 
on them that the gnat loss of life oc- 
curred. There are a dozen or more of 
the islands, and the' indications are 
now that there is scarcely a hamlet "or 
house that is not in mourning. It 
seems too great to believe, and yet the 
facts are more appalling than any- 
thing yet told shows. It is perfectly 
safe to say that the loss of life on all 
the islands will reach 1,000. 


The stories of the storm told by the 


poor people of Beaufort are thrilling. 
The full force of the storm was felt at 
8 o'clock Monday morning. A sea cap- 
tain says the wind must have been 
blowing at the rate of 125 miles an 
hour when its greatest velocity was 
reached. 


The picture of death and desolation 


that presented itself to the people Mon- 
day morning was appalling. Steam- 
ships rested upon dry land; trees were 
twisted and scattered about; at inter- 
vals dead bodies were found, while 
ever and anon the waves would cast 
up one or more lifeless forms, swollen, 
distorted and bruised. During the day 
the bodies continued to multiply so 
rapidly that Coronor Mills was com- 
peled to swear in a half dozen depu- 
ties, one for each of the islands. 


It is said that one of the deputies 


held an inquest over seventy-eight peo- 
ple. While the inquest was being held 
seventy-eight graves were being dug 
and seventy-eight bodies, swollen and 
fast decomposing, were a wait in p in- 
terment at the hands of their white 
and colored friends who had escaped 
death so narrowly. 
Some of the 


islands have not yet been heard from 
at all, while of those heard from 
there was not a .single one which did 
not increase the death roll. On these 
the death roll was large, but in many 
instances the names of the victims can 
not be ascertained. 
Many of them 


were beyond recognition when found, 
while others were burled as unknown. 
There arc only two steamers at Beau- 
fort now, and both are chartered by 
the Port Royal & Augusta railroad. 
This prevents passage between the 
islands. 
The coroner, however, and 


collector of the port, ex-Congressman 
Small, are compiling the information 
as fast as it can be obtained and mak- 
ing a record of the dead as fast as pos- 
sible.

Two Millions in Property and On* 
Thousand Lives Destroyed. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Sept. 1.—A special to 


the Chronicle from Beaufort, 8. C., 
says over 390 dead bodies have been 
found on the islands about Beaufort 
and Port Boyal. Over $2,000,000 worth 
of property has been wrecked near the 
same points. Every one of the fifteen 
or twenty islands lying around Port 
Boyal and Beaufort are steeped in sor- 
row. On every door-knob there is a 
bunch of crepe, and upon every hill- 
side there are many graves already 
filled while many more are awaiting 
the bodies that will be deposited in 
them just as soon as some one can be 
found to do the Christian act of shov- 
eling the dirt upon the coffin. 


On the beach the undergrowth, 


shrubbery and marshes are turning up 
new dead bodies every time an investi- 
gation is made. 


Of the many disasters and devasta- 


tions which visited this section of the 
country, none have been half as horri' 
qle as those which came Sunday. Al- 
ready more than 800 dead bodies have 
been found, and those'who are at all 
posted about the country and the hab- 
its of the people In the storm-visited 
sections are positive in their predic- 
tion that the death roll will run as high 
as 500.

She was married to William D. Baker 


November 13, 1823, and continued to 
live for about five yean in the same 
neighborhood. But although her father 
owned slaves slavery waa very dutasteful 
to her and my father, and with tbe 
double purpose of getting away from 
slavery and of getting a home for them- 
selves, tu-y came to Illinois in 1828. 
spent one winter m the Ward settlement 
and then settled on section 20, in town- 
ship 10 north, range 3 east, in what is 
now Long Creek tjwnship, from which 
>hey never removed. Here, of course. 
Mother's life was that ot tbe ordinary 
pionrer woman, enbjaot la all their pn- 
rations at d trials. She nursed father 
through a long and very dangerous ill- 
ness when msdioal aid could not be se- 
cured, the neatest pbysioian residing in 
Springfield. During the Black Hawk 
war she spent days and nights of anxiety, 
rumor baving located the hostile In- 
dians much farther south than thsy re- 
ally wen. She was the mother of six 
children, four ot whom survive her. 


It is not surprising considering her an- 


cestry that she became a charter member 
ot the first Presbyterian church organ- 
ized iti tbe connty, which was th« Onm- 
jerland Presbyterian church of Mt. 
Zion, or that she continued in the com- 
munion ct that denomination during her 
whole life, or that she trained up her 
children in this respect to walk in her 
tovteteps. 


She taught her children patriotism, as 


well as leligion, and her praetioe wss 
equal to her precept, for notwithstand- 
ing the tenderness ot a mother for her 
isr youngest son, and the only one re- 
maining at home unmarried, when da- 
ring the great Rebellion I heard my 
xrantry's call and asked her permission 
to go to its defense shs consented 
with

alacrity 
which led nu 


to suspect that she thought I might have 
gone a little sooner. 


Bat probably I have written enough? 


as a son I could write pages of such a 
mother, and still not exhaust the theme. 


It may be of more interest to consider

and I mention, first, a wonderful tenacity 
of life inherited from a long line ot fru- 
gal and temperate ancestors. Second, 
the simple diet of the pioneers, to which 
she was accustomed the most of her life; 
•be drank milk instead ot coffee or 
tea until after middle age, and bad 
never need 
tobacco in any form. 
Third, hsr habit ot being constantly 


" in some useful occupation until 


afterher eightieth year; fourth, her even- 
ses of temper, hsr Belt-control. I have 
seen mother somewhat aroused. I have 
seen her Indignant. She knew bow to 
say "No" in a way that needed no repe- 
tition, bnt neither 1, nor any of her chil- 
dren, nor anyone else, ever saw her in a 
passion, and to thia more than to any 
other one thing I attribnt- her ninety- 
four years. Bnt as an additional cause, 
I must not target to mention her mental 
activity atter physical labor became, im- 
possible, and this will be sufficiently in- 
dicated by a partial list of books to the 
reading of which she listened during the 
lut tew years when tram the loss ot sight 
she sat in almost total darkness.
